An ExcHAKom Prwisotmit.— We have had an 
interview with Mr. P. B. Lippert, of tto 24th 
Illinois Kogimcnt, vcL< was taken piisontr some 
months ago, about twenty miles from Centervili-, 
Mo , while acting as a messenger kriring des- 
patches. He was arrested by rebel Missourians 
ar.d i laced under charge of dsn. Hardee a com- 
mand in tbe routh eastern part of ihe State 
where he was exposed to great privations snd 
In company with twenty other I nion 
rrisouera, h* was lodged in a horsa-tbiaf Jail at 
Bloomfleld, for neatly a month. This place was 
an apartment sixteen by eighteen feet in dimen- 
sions, and seven feet bigb, with two air boles on 
two sides. In thi- cage tbe taeuty were Cooped 
daring the hottest weather, without any effort 
being made to remove their excrement, wbi;h 
of course produce! th* fculsit stooeb. Their 
food was dough and water, and even tbat 
in insufficient quantities, and thev were never 
once taken into tbe fresh air, which produced 
great sick noaa. While there three I m m men 
were bung and live shot because tbey refused to 
take tbe oath. These villainies were committed 
by Captain. Whit* and bis Texan rangers. From 
Bioomtield, Mr. Lippert was laken to New 
Madrid for a few days, during which he received 
no food at sll aad was nearly starved; thence he 
was transferred to Columbus, with seven prison- 
ers from Cape Girardeau, and placed at werk on 
tto fortifications, and ttoy were so encaged, be- 
ing driven tn the works in gangs like slaves, at 
the time of tto rrigagenient between the tot- 
te-iet and tto I'nion gunboats, cxp.sad to 
all ibe bra ant bursting shells, bet prov- 
identially n' in were iijured.

threat* to induce capitalist* and the people to 
take, had at last been taken, but surd is net 
the fact. Mr. M. does not say that (he loan 
has been taken, aud the Richmond Whig iu- 
onus its readers that only ten millions or two 
thirds of it has been taken, and lbs neces- 
sary inference is that no more will or can be. 
This pitiful sum is the whole that the South- 
ern Confederacy has been or U able to obtain 
from its own people upon its national credit, 
and we all know tbat it t ami t raise a dollar 
oataideof its own boundaries, having miserably 
failed both in Europe and New YorlL The 
Produce Loan, the last ingenioua and desper- 
ate hope of the South, the Whig announces as 
a notorious failure, known by the whole people 
tn be such, and now the I liter says, that, 
while the Government expenditures cannot fall 
abort of three hundred millions of dollars a 
year, tbe direct tax, which may produce fifteen 
millions, and the State taxes, will together re- 
quire more than the entire amount of money 
iithc hands of the people What recourse, 
then, can tbe people of the South have? 
Whither can they tly for relief from the burthen, 
which, already crumbing their lives cat, is in- 
creasing in weight every da}? 

Look at the charar er of tha Southern cur- 
rency at this time. Gold and silver have dis- 
appeared from circulation. Nobody pays them 
out lor anything, no dealer or man of business 
at large dares to ask them. The 
has taken posseoMon of all the 
specie in the banks, and, although pcrmittiog 
a certain portion to remain there, it prohibit* 
tbc banks from paying any of it out under a 
severe penalty — tha penalty of the forfeiture of 
the bank charters, and the imprisonment of the 
offending Directors. If a private citizen has 
gold or silver, he cannot propose to buy with 
it his neighbor's treasury notes at a discount 
without i -rfeiting his gold if he bas Govern- 
ment certificates and oflors to buy gold with 
thera at a premium he forfeits his certificate*- 
if he bas goods for sale and oil -rs to tak« Im 
if paid in gold than if paid in certilicAtes, he 
forfeits bis goods: and, in each of these 
three cases, the penalty of imprisonment is 
added to that of forfeiture. Kvery man e 
debtor tan pay nim in cartifieates, and 
mm man ran sell anything except for 
certificates. Y<t everybody in tho South 
well knows there is no more possibility 
that these certificates will ever hi redeemed to 
the cxicnt of even a single dollar than there is 
that tbe whole of the Continental currency of 
our 11 :volutionary war will be redeemed They 
take the stuff because they arc compelled by 
law to take it, and th^y pay it out because 
they cant't pay what they can't get and 
wouldn t pay better than they are paid even if 
they could, but both payor and payeo under- 
stand tha*. the leaves of the forest might just 
as -Foil pass from hand to band under the name 
of enrrenry. The whole m&as of paper is lively 
enough now, for governmental enactments 
make it so, bat after a little time it will lie as 
dead as so much dirt in the hands of its hold- 
ers. Even if the South were to to prove ulti- 
mate! . successful in this i.. .;„u u rebellion, 
tbe Government certificates would npver be 
paid— not a farthing of them. 

Thus, iellow-citi/cns of Kentucky, wa have 
a full view of ihe unancial condition Mid 
prospects of the Southern Confederacy. If wc 
uould not share the condition and tha pros- 
pects, we must resist tho subjugation of our 
State The vital interest a- well as the vital 
honor of every man is deeply involved in the 
matter. 

WaKt Ur !— A U. S. officer from Hender- 
son informs us, that, although some of the 
counties in that portion of the State have 
nobly done their duty in furnishing volunteers, 
others have fallen tar short of theirs. The 
counties of Henderson, Davie?* and Critten- 
den have not supplied one half or even r.r.c- 
quartcr the number of troops they ought, ere 
this, to have sent to the defence of tho State 
and the Union. Wc ure surprised that there 
has been so much recreancy, or at best so 
much supineners, in a population reputed to 
contain so powerful an tlement, not only of 
loyalty but of chivalry.

abiding l iti/ens of a yenr ago aro still a Uw 
unto themselves and true in their principles. 

But from all resorts where men of the ba«er 
sort are drawn together, there . otto reports 
which prove that anarchy and despotism go 
wand in hand or hold alternate sway. Mob 
law and lynch law have dritcn thousand.-, into 
exile, and filled timid touU with fear and 
trembling, and rendered many a happy home 
desolate and forsaken. It v. as predicted that 
they had madly made their election lor despot- 
ism or anarchy when they spurned tbe re- 
straints of constitutional anJ well-regulated 
liberty: and look, in how short a time they 
j have boen ina.lo to drink of a cup -trang. lv, 
horridly mingled with both, and so mingled 
thet it ia hard to tell which is in execas. 

It is sad also and really fearful to contem- 
plate tbo wide-spread miscb.. f of abandoned 
prim iple and violated law. Martial law on 
the part of rebellion soon lucerne the instinct 
of solf-preservatioa, and martial law on the 
one sid-' soon rendered ihe application of it 
•op .n tl.c other unavoidably necessary. I)c*- 
potism in overthrowing a government entail* 
the necessity of a ort of despotism in defence 
of it. It becomes in u roc*>ure unavoidable 
to nght Sro with fire. The odds arc too gr.at 
when kind words arc returned with fierce and 
fatal blows. 

All law-abiding citizens contemplated with 
regret, amounting almost to horror, the an- 
nouncement that it might become uece sary 
to restriiin tho freedom of the press, and to 
arrest the abettors, iu our mid-r, oi an alarming 
treason on our border.. But no sooner had 
the caipe of the disaster at Manassas been fully 
discu-scd than Cen. Mi Cl'. llan f jund it to be 
absolutely necessary to inaugurate a more vig- 
orous war poln-v.and, alter the largest measures 
of forbearance on the part of the most rongnani- 
BjajBJ of Governments, we have been visited 
in Missouri and Maryland with not a very 
sparing tou-h of despotism within our own 
borders. The citizens of Louisville have 
abundant cause to congratulato themselves 
in the I that the r: lions of the pre*, hero and the 
arrest oi tho disaffected h&i e b-ocsa by a civil 
process aud not under nwtUl law. F.cedom 
of opinion and ficedom to express it bv lip 
and pen are precious boons. They may i.. 
and have been shnckinrly abused, and, in time 
of peare and safety, there is hardly a limit 
beyond which indulgence may not safely be 
cirri-.d. But, in timo of war, word< spoken 
cr written, printed or mailed, ai other times 
pe.'fc ti, lurii.lrs?, may work more mischief 
than armed battalions. AnJ often, alas, the 
power to Jo violent mi^hief can be pre- 
vented ouiy bygr:au:r violence, more prompt!.

ibe surrounding country. Th*y war* engaged ty 
o:ir sharp-shootars, armed with Oasa'i revo.lyirg 
rifles, and at tb* same tim* one of our 6-pr.nnd- 
•rs, ul.Ut Capt. Somerby, was brought to bear 
upon them, sending destruction into their ranks, 
while Capt. Belt, with 8.0 infantry, Lieut. Cros- 
by with '.'0, supported by Capt. Portir, of Butler 
cunty, with 26 gallant Home Guards, were or- 
dered oyer the river with one piece of artillery to 
take the enemy | position by storm.

in'a otr. , urti'.lery, and cavalry, took up their line 
ofmirch, on tho other «t ?e, in double quick, after 
having marched {0 miles with nothinre to eat, and 
fell ba. k upon Col. McHamv s forces near Mor- 
gantown. Hearing their ap; roach in the ni^ht 
and thinking them tho enemy, h* fell balk a 
short di -tance and tock a position fir battle, but 
the t.ii t iks was soon explained. Th* force tbat 
hid not crotscd tbe river at Woodbury, cod silting 
of cavalry ut.der Capt. Breathitt, were i rdertd 
back by the rout* they cam* and j ined the main 
fore* ntar Cromafcll.

It mnat be observed. In tbe naxt pitcs, Ihat 
Treasury notes have now bee -me tb* currency nf 
tbe c untrv. Thry ere, therefore, tu . mu.-nrcs 
of value. In thia view It is the duty of th* 0or* 
ernment to limit their i-eae. ai for a* practici- 
ble, to that amount which is tbe iimit of 
enrrency. Every person acquainted silt Ihfa 
branch of (political eclonoe It aware, that, if tbe 
corrercy passes thus p-ir.t, it r.ot onlv becomes 
depreciated, tn' it disturbs the Jast rilation* of 
enciety rrcciealy es though an arbitrary ami i r- 
itv abould change the weights end tnsasure* of a 
country. If th* currency of a c r.tntry • ht aM be 
suddenly exterdsd fmm one hurdred to tw hun- 
dred millions of dollars, that which Waa met* 
oral by one dolLr is now measured hv two. and 
every article mast ha paid for at aWsUe it* for- 
mer price. The Gove-nment, from toe r*eo.«-ii- 
tleeof trai, la tbe large?: of all purrh*"n, and 
thu*, by a kind f f »uictda! -ct, compels it«elf 
to pay" two dollars for what . no St ajbj for. 
mrrly have pa rebate!, aad at this rata of ad- 
vance tero bur.dred miili'ms nf dollar* c in *ff h t 
no more than on* hurdn.i millions of dollar, 
would hsv* elf -c'td befcrn— or, in other word*, 
on* hundred mill, .ns of dollars arc actually sunk 

Such a condition of tba ctrrerc v th« tj ivern- 
atent hat anxiously endaavored to guard agtinst. 
Tbe wsr tax was laid br the purpose of creaiirg 
a demard for treasury notes, and a security tW 
treaaurv notes, and a secuii'y f t th-ir redemp- 
ticn. Their redundancy has be-n carefully 
guarded agabast bp allowing tbam t j be fundtd 
in eight par cant oonde. If necessity shall c im- 
pel the Government to issue fnr the defence of 
the country, end to keep out tno bundn.l mil- 
Hone, It is plain that every accession mut'. impali 
and may defeat all the precaution*. 

If the tro rem ment should undertake, h r tbe 
sake i f private interests, so lar H -ean Inciave of 
iasaee. it may harard its entire credit and stabil- 
ity. Tbe experiment b too dangeroa*, and relief 
f.*- tbe planters must be sought in tome other 
direction, and may not that remedy it bsadl 

In tbe first piece, let the planters immediately 
take measures for winter crrp.;, to relieve the de- 
mand for grain and provisions. Let thtm pro- 
ceed to divert part of their Labor from cotton anil 
make their own clothing and supplies. Then let 
them apply to tbe great reerurca presented by 
tb* money capital in bank* and private bands. 
Let thia capital coma forward and assist the agri- 
cultural Interest. Heretofore the benks have 
employed a Large part cf their capital in the par- 
cheee of Northern exchange. Let them applv 
this portion to (actors' acceptances of planters' 
drafts secured by pledge of tbe produ^ . Id tbe 
planters' bands. * Ao extension of the time usual- 
ly allowed on those drafts would overc ime most 
of tbe difficulties. This extension crul i safely 
reach the probable time of sal* of the crop;, inas- 
much as the suspension of specie payments 
throughout tha entire Confederacy relieve* each 
back from call* for cola. Tbe banks are accus- 
tomed to manage loans of tbh character, iind sfl 
coed act the operation with such akilt as will 
make them mutually advantageous. T be am ont 
of advance asked from tha banks would l.o great- 
ly lees than if advance were off-red by the gov- 
ernment, ar d all the abuse* Incident to govern- 
ment agencies would be avoided. 

It teems to me. therefore, that it Is neither ne- 
cessary nor expedient that t he government should 
embark upon this dangerous experiment. I i 
far better that eacn cia»a of tha community 
abould endeavor to secure its own exist jnre bp its 
own exertions, and, if an effort be at Hire rradr 
hv at. intelligent a class as th* planters, it will 
result In relief. Delay in these effort', occasioned 
by vague expectations of relief from government, 
which cannot ba reeli-ed, mav d*fna' thM wtich 
ie yet practicable.
